Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Farnham  Urban  District  for  the  year  1969*  which  has  been  prepared 
in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Social  Security. 

The  statistics  reveal  a further  upward  trend  in  the  population 
to  30»150.  The  Birth  Rate,  15»3  per  thousand  total  population,  and 
the  Death  Rate,  9*8  per  thousand  total  population,  compare  favourably 
with  England  and  Wales,  I6.3  Birth  Rate  and  11.9  Death  Rate.  There 
were  428  births  and  401  deaths  during  the  year. 

The  past  year  was  an  interesting  and  successful  one  in  the 
advisory  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  Much  time  was  taken 
in  dealing  with  food  handlers  suffering  from  dysentery  and  food 
poisoning,  regarding  exclusion  from  work  and  bacteriological  clearance, 
and  I am  grateful  to  the  employers  and  the  Pathologist  at  Farnham 
Hospital  Laboratory  for  their  ready  co-operation. 

Careful  follow-up  by  home  visiting  was  made  of  smallpox  contacts 
returning  to  this  District  from  abroad.  This  is  a vital  task, 
especially  in  these  days  of  rapid  air  transport,  Similar  surveillance 
was  made  of  typhoid  contacts  in  returning  holiday  makers.  Close 
liaison  is  required  daily  with  public  health  personnel  in  other  parts 
of  the  country  in  tracing  and  advising  when  outbreaks  of  infectious 
disease  occur,  e.g,,  following  an  outbreak  of  Salmonella  Typhi-murium 
at  a London  maternity  hospital,  a young  nurse  from  there  who  was 
convalescing  in  this  District,  was  prevented  from  returning  to  mid- 
wifery duties  in  London  until  exhaustive  tests  showed  this  to  be  safe. 

The  national  epidemic  of  Influenza  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
felt  locally  from  mid  December  until  the  end  of  January  1970 » 

6 deaths  were  notified  from  Influenza,  all  in  persons  over  50  years 
compared  with  one  death  the  previous  year.  As  Influenza  is  not  a 
notifiable  disease  the  full  extent  of  the  outbreak  was  not  known 
although  reports  from  general  practitioners  indicated  the  infection 
to  be  widespread.  In  common  with  other  areas,  hospitals  and  business 
houses  were  short  staffed  at  the  busy  Christmas  period. 

Social  Workers  and  Health  Visitors  serving  the  Farnham  Urban 
District  are  based  at  Farnham  Health  Centre  and  much  help  is  received, 
especially  in  dealing  with  the  many  problems  of  elderly  infirm  patients. 
Loneliness  in  persons  living  alone  is  often  present  and  is  not  confined 
to  those  on  a low  income.  In  common  with  the  rest  of  the  County, 
resultant  problems  of  alcoholism  arise  which  may  come  within  the  public 
health  sphere . Such  persons  are  often  profoundly  disturbed  emotionally 
and  require  much  help  and  guidance .

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The  problem  of  caring  for  the  aged  and  chronic  sick  continues. 
Close  co-oijeration  is  required  with  statutory  organisations,  i.e. 
General  Practitioners,  Hospitals  and  the  County  Health  Services,  and 
Voluntary  Organisations  such  as  W.R.V.S.  It  is  often  difficult  to 
persuade  aged  persons  who  are  living  alone  and  have  become  anti  social 
to  accept  the  services  available  to  them.  The  Home  Help  Service, 
District  Nursing  and  ’’Meals  on  Wheels"  Service  help  to  relieve  the 
deterioration  in  health  and  postpone  the  eventual  admittance  to 
Hospital  or  Old  People's  Home.  When  specialised  medical  treatment 
is  required  there  is  often  great  difficulty  in  securing  admission  to 
Hospital  ov;?.ng  to  the  shortage  of  chronic  sick  beds.  It  is  seldom 
necessary  to  resort  to  Compulsory  Removal  powers  under  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  which  is  a last  resort  when  all  other  means  have 
been  exhausted  and  the  patients  health  is  in  peril. 

A new  Residential  Home  for  aged  persons,  Cobgates,  The  Hart, 
was  opened  in  June  by  the  Surrey  County  Council.  There  is  accommodat- 
ion for  53  elderly  persons,  24  male  and  29  female.  Many  were 
transferred  to  Cobgates  from  St.  Andrews  which  is  now  closed,  having 
outlived  its  usefulness.  Cobgates  provides  comfortable  modern 
accommodation  for  the  elderly. 

The  invaluable  assistance  given  to  the  aged  by  the  W.R.V.S. 
and  the  British  Red  Cross  detailed  in  the  Report  includes  assistance 
with  bed-making  at  St.  Andrews,  and  a trolley  shop  at  Cobgates. 

Each  year  arrangements  are  offered  to  Gost]^y  Club  members  to  take 
advantage  of  the  cheap  off-peak  "Holiday  Schemes"  run  by  seaside 
landladies.  I cannot  praise  too  highly  the  help  given  by  these 
devoted  women  in  caring  for  the  aged  persons  in  this  town. 

Liaison  with  the  British  Waterworks  Association  on 
haemodialysis  pinpointed  the  possible  dangers  to  the  public  water 
supplies  and  patients  in  certain  circumstances,  from  the  domestic 
use  of  kidney  machines.  Most  patients  are  likely  to  receive  this 
treatment  in  Hospital,  but  arrangements  have  been  made  for  immediate 
exchange  of  information  with  water  undertakings  and  General 
Practitioners  serving  the  District. 

Arrangements  for  emergency  mortuary  accommodation  for  use  in 
civil  emergencies  has  been  successfully  concluded  in  co-operation  with 
the  Superintendent  of  Police. 

Building  of  the  second  new  block  at  Farnham  Hospital  to  provide 
64  beds,  together  with  a main  kitchen,  staff  dining  room  and  a day 
centre,  commenced  in  April  1969?  and  is  scheduled  for  completion  in  mi 
1971»  A new  operating  theatre  was  completed  at  the  end  of  December  19l 
and  the  work  of  upgrading  the  old  theatre  has  begun. 

Work  has  now  started  on  the  £3»5  million  Frimley  and  District 
General  Hospital  in  Surrey,  a "best  buy"  Hospital  that  is  the  ’twin’ 
of  the  District  General  Hospital  being  built  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

The  site  is  a 15  acre  woodland,  and  the  two-storey  building  will  be 
mainly  in  pre-cast  concrete.  A core  of  diagnostic  and  surgical 
departments,  with  courtyards  and  four  boiler  houses,  will  be 
surrounded  by  perimeter  ward  bands. 

There  were  staffing  problems  in  the  Department  during  the  year. 
For  nearly  half  of  1969  only  the  service  of  one  of  the  Clerical  Staff 
was  available.  This  was  mainly  due  to  the  resignation  of  the  senior 
clerk  at  the  end  of  June  and  the  difficulties  experienced  in  endeavoui 
ing  to  fill  this  post.  It  was  finally  decided  to  re-organise  the 
clerical  duties  in  the  office  and  appoint  2 clerks  on  an  equal  basis 
and  thus  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  problem  was  resolved. 

It  did  meain  that  diiring  the  year  some  of  the  clerical  work  was 
not  up-to-date  although  the  help  of  pa.rt-time  staff  was  enlisted  on 
occasions. 
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I owe  special  thanks  to  Hr.  Trfc?main  and  the  .Staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department.  The  duties  of  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  are  becoming  increasingly  complex  in  both  legal  and 
technical  aspects.  In  spite  of  this,  time  must  always  be  found  to 
deal  with  the  increasing  requests  for  advice  from  a health  conscious 
public  and  to  carry  out  the  routine  work  of  inspections  of  various 
kinds . 


I am  grateful  to  my  Deputy,  Dr.  Fox-Russell  and  all  the 
Chief  Officers  for  their  co-operation,  and  record  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Council,  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  and  Members 
of  the  Council  for  their  encouragement  and  support.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Although  still  attracting  a large  commuter  population  because  of 
its  comparatively  short  distance  to  London  - 38  miles  - Farnham  still 
retains  its  air  of  a country  town  with  a weekly  market  and  many 
properties  of  historical  interest.  However,  among  its  modern  ameniti 
Farnham  can  offer  428  acres  of  recreation  grounds,  parks  etc.,  there 
two  open  air  swimming  pools,  centrally  situated;  a repertory  theatre 
and  a good  museum.  The  trading  estate  provided  by  the  Council  about 
16  years  ago  is  enabling  considerable  light  industry  to  develop, 
examples  being  engineering,  timber,  plastics,  coach  building,  buildir 
materials,  food  distribution  and  packaging,  and  other  specialised 
trades.

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The  shopping  centre  is  becoming  modernised,  with  the 
older  type  of  shop  being  replaced  by  supermarkets,  but  outwardly 
Farnham  retains  its  traditional  character.  V/hilst  general  experience 
seems  to  indicate  that  the  average  housewife  is  satisfied  with  shopping 
at  the  supermarkets  available,  it  would  appear  that  the  smaller  shops 
are  preferred  by  the  more  elderly  residents  of  the  town  who  form  a 
higher  proportion  of  the  population  with  so  many  retired  people 
settling  in  the  area, 

Farnham  is  very  fortunate  in  that  there  are  a great  number 
of  voluntary  workers,  mostly  women,  who  devote  a great  deal  of  their 
time  to  assisting  the  elderly  by  providing  help  and  companionship. 

Amongst  the  many  services  provided  for  senior  citizens  in 
Farnham  is  the  Centre  for  Social  Services  which  houses,  in  one 
building,  an  Old  People's  Club,  the  V/.R.V.S.  and  Citizen's  iidvice 
Bureau.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


Laboratory  examinations  of  clinical  material  in  respect  of 
infectious  diseases  are  carried  out  at  the  Farnham  Hospital  Laboratory. 

Milk  samples,  cream,  ice-cream  and  water,  are  examined  at  the 
Guildford  Public  Health  Laboratory,  as  required. 

Samples  for  examination  vinder  the  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955  and 
relevant  Acts,  Regulations  and  Orders  are  sent  to  Mr.  J,A.  Palgrave, 
the  Council's  Public  Analyst,  v/hose  laboratories  are  at  l6  Southwark  St, 
London,  S.E.l.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


The  County  Ambulance  Control  Headquarters  is  at  Banstead,  and 
the  service  is  operated  without  regard  to  district  boundaries.  There 
is  an  Ambulance  Station  in  Farnham  and  contact  is  maintained  by  radio. 
In  the  course  of  their  work  vehicles  from  Farnham  carry  patients  from 
neighbouring  areas  and  vehicles  from  Guildford  and  other  stations 
serve  Farnham  from  time  to  time.  The  figures  for  the  Farnham  station, 
where  there  are  three  ambulances  and  two  sitting  case  vehicles,  are  as 
follows :-

HOSPITAL  CAR  SERVICE 

The  Hospital  Car  Service  plays  a considerable  part  in 
transporting  hospital  outpatients  who  are  able  to  walk.  Sixteen  drivers, 
living  in  the  Farnham  Urban  District,  are  directed  from  the  central 
office  in  Guildford,  to  anywhere  in  the  surrounding  area,  where  their 
services  are  required. 

In  the  Guildford  area  which  includes  Farnham,  56,121  patients 
were  carried  during  the  year  for  a total  of  570jl89  miles. 
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HOME  NURSING  AND  HEALTH  VISITORS 


There  are  now  2 part-time  midwives  working  in  the  Farnham 
area.  Between  them  they  care  for  all  those  mothers  discharged  from 
hospital.  Many  mothers  are  now  discharged  from  hospital  48  hours 
after  the  delivery. 

Seven  District  Nurses  are  attached  to  groups  of  general 
practitioners,  whose  patients  they  attend.  Two  part-time  nurses 
undertake  holiday  relief  and  additional  work  in  the  Farnham  area. 

The  duties  of  the  5 Farnham  Health  Visitors  continue  to 
increase.  They  continue  to  work  in  attachment  to  group  practices 
and  individual  general  practitioners.  The  Health  Visitor  attends 
the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  run  by  her  own  practitioner  within  the 
County  Council  premises.  Duties  also  include  the  visiting  of 
new  babies,  young  mothers,  nurseries  and  schools,  lectiires  for 
expectant  mothers  and  fathers,  and  health  education  generally. 

Visits  to  the  elderly  in  a practice  are  nixmerous  and  time  consuming. 

HOME  HELP  SERVICE 


The  South-West  Division  of  the  County  Council  covers  the 
Farnham  Urban  District  for  the  purposes  of  this  Service.  During 
1969  there  were  4l  home  helps  and  15  neighboxirly  helps  working  in 
the  Farnham  area.  As  always  the  demand  for  this  service  is 
increasing  and  attempts  are  being  made  to  increase  the  number  of 
staff. 


Since  September,  19^9,  an  area  office  has  been  situated  in 
Ash  to  deal  with  the  Farnham  and  Ash  area.  This  enables  the 
Assistant  Organiser  to  have  a closer  contact  with  local  people 
resulting  in  increased  recruitment  in  Farnham. 

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 


This  service  for  expectant  mothers,  handicapped  persons 
and  the  elderly,  which  includes  domiciliary  treatment  is  administer- 
ed by  the  Covinty  Council. 

Some  local  foot  clinics  for  the  elderly  are  run  by  Voluntary 
organisations  such  as  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  the  Women's 
Royal  Voluntary  Service. 

MASS  RADIOGIblPHY  SERVICE 

The  weekly  session  was  continued  in  the  town  during  19^9 » 
being  held  in  the  Central  Car  Park  every  Wednesday,  from  10. 15.  - 11. a. in 
this  being  the  most  suitable  position  to  park  the  Mobile  Unit. 

During  the  year,  2073  persons  were  examined  in  Farnham  by  the 
Radiography  unit.  Of  these  1351  were  examined  at  special  Public 
Sessions, 

Primary  lung  cancer  was  discovered  in  9 males  and  3 females.

OLD  PEOPLES  HOLIDAYS 


Holidays  for  the  elderly  are  arranged  at  seaside  resorts yin  the 
off-peak  periods  of  May  and  September,  when  landladies  will  take  Old 
Age  Pensioners  at  cheap  rates. 

CHILDRENS  HOLIDAYS 


Holidays  are  arranged  in  the  July-August  period  for  children  of 
very  poor  families,  to  stay  with  people  in  Farnhsim.  W.R.V.S.  finds 
hostesses  willing  to  have  children  for  a week  or  fortnight  and  arranges 
the  holidays,  providing  transport  to  and  from  stations  etc.  Farnham 
sometimes  gets  children  from  London,  and  very  often  from  the  slums  of 
Brighton,  Farnham  is  normally  a 'receiving  centre'  but  we  have  on 
occasion  sent  children  away  to  the  sea  from  Farnham  when  perhaps  there 
are  family  reasons  for  this, 

FARNHAM  HOSPITAL  VOLUNTARY  WORKERS 


A team  of  voluntary  workers  organised  by  members  of  the  W.R.V.S. 
help  with  Admissions  but  most  of  the  work  is  done  on  the  Wards,  i.e.

They  have  attended  various  Courses  for  Jimiors 
and  have  helped  at  Blood  Donor  sessions,  Bisley  Rally,  and  Little 
Pond  House,  a house  for  refugee  children,  as  well  as  baby-sitting 
and  shopping  for  the  elderly,

Family  planning  i'jssociATioN

do  a good  and  necessary  work. 

A specially  trained  lady  doctor  gives  advice  on  birth  control 
at  Clinics  organised  by  the  Association  at  Farnham  Hospital  every 
Wednesday  evening  from  6.3C.p.m.  and  Farnham  Health  Centre  every  Monday 
at  9»30»a*m.  Patients  referred  on  medical  grounds  may  receive  free 
advice  and  treatment,  otherwise  a small  charge  is  made. 
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Sympathetic  investigation  and  treatment  will  be  given 
to  those  seeking  advice  on  sub  fertility  and  marital  problems.  Advice 
is  also  given  to  engaged  couples. 

Appointments  can  be  made  by  telephoning  Aldershot  2255 • 
FARNHAK  CARE  COM^IITTEE  FOR  DISEASES  OF  THE  CHEST  AMD  HEART 

This  Committee  of  voluntary  workers  originally  formed  to 
help  those  suffering  from  tuberculosis  has  for  some  time  now  included 
within  its  field  those  suffering  from  other  forms  of  chest  diseases 
and  more  recently  heart  diseases.  The  new  and  wider  scope  of  the 
Committee  was  emphasized  in  an  address  given  by  Mr.  Mantripp, 

Regional  Director  of  the  Chest  and  Heart  Association,  to  an  invited 
audience  of  medical,  nursing,  social  and  voluntary  workers  of  the 
Farnham  area  and  members  of  adjoining  Care  Committees.  The  Deputy 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  Fox  Russell  took  the  chair. 

Farnham  is  one  of  170  affiliated  Committees  and  receives 
support  from  the  Farnham  Urban  District  Coimcil  as  well  as  the  County 
Council.  Those  in  need  of  financial  assistance  may  be  presented  for 
consideration  by  their  general  practitioners,  hospital  doctors,  or 
medical  social  workers,  also  by  Health  Visitors  and  social  workers 
who  visit  them  at  home.  The  Committee,  xuider  the  Chairmanship  of 
Mrs.  Sydney  Smith,  met  on  numerous  occasions  to  discuss  individual 
cases  needing  assistance  to  provide  essential  commodities.  The 
Committee  reaffirmed  the  necessity  to  support  the  twice-weekly 
bus  service  to  King  George  V and  Milford  Chest  Hospitals,  which  was 
so  essential  to  visitors,  particularly  the  elderly.  Several 
voluntary  organisations  whose  members  are  all  young  people  were 
invited  to  appoint  representatives  to  join  the  Committee. 

Once  again  considerable  financial  help  v/as  given  over 
the  year.  Christmas  gifts  were  given  out  and  many  families  received 
fuel  for  heating,  either  coal  or  assistance  with  electricity  bills. 
One  received  help  with  clothing,  another  with  the  purchase  of  shoes 
and  one  person  was  again  helped  with  payment  of  the  television 
licence .

International  Certificates  of  Vaccination,  renewable  every 
three  years,  are  required  for  all  persons  travelling  to  countries 
where  smallpox  is  endemic,  in  practice  this  means  most  countries 
except  Western  Europei 

Smallpox  vaccination  is  offered  to  infants  after  the  first 
birthday. 

VACCINATION  AND  IMI4UNISATI0N 


Every  child  is  entitled  to  be  vaccinated  against  smallpox, 
polio-myelitis  aind  measles,  also  immunised  against  diphtheria,  tetanus 
and  whooping  cough,  free  of  charge.  These  procedures  may  be  carried 
out  by  the  family  doctor  or  at  the  Welfare  Clinics  of  the  County 
Council. 
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Recommended  new  programme  for  injections  is  as  follows 


6 months  Diptheria/Tetanus 
8 months  Whooping  Cough 
12  months  Oral  Poliomyelitis

Those  travelling  abroad  on  holiday  are  strongly  advised  to  discuss 
with  their  doctors  the  necessity  of  being  immunised  against  typhoid  and 
other  such  diseases  endemic  in  the  country  which  they  are  visiting. 

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE 

The  County  Council  continues  responsibility  and  care  of  children 
at  school,  through  the  Education  Committee,  in  close  co-operation  with 
other  Health  Services  of  the  County  Council.  Physically  and  mentally 
handicapped  children  who  have  been  observed  by  doctors  and  nurses  during 
pre-school  years  will  be  given  every  opportunity  to  enjoy  the  education 
best  suited  to  their  needs.  All  children  will  continue  to  be  seen  at 
school  by  the  same  medical  and  dental  officer,  also  the  health  visitor 
whom  they  knew  at  Welfare  Clinics. 

Routine  school  medical  inspections  are  carried  out  in  primary, 
junior  and  secondary  schools.  The  first  medical  inspection  takes  place 
within  the  first  year  of  school  life.  Parents  are  invited  to  attend  the 
inspection  and  are  encouraged  to  discuss  any  problems  with  the  doctor. 

Minor  defects  are  re-examined  from  time  to  time  in  school.  Any 
defects  of  hearing  or  vision  may  be  further  investigated  at  the  audiology 
or  ophthalmic  clinics  of  the  Coixnty  Council.  Children  with  conditions 
requiring  medical  treatment  are  referred  to  their  own  doctor. 

Those  children  who,  because  of  physical  or  mental  disability,  are 
not  making  expected  progress  in  school  are  offered  all  the  facilities  of 
S.C.C.  to  ascertain  their  special  needs  in  order  to  enable  them  to  derive 
maximum  benefit  from  their  education. 

SCHOOL  DENTAL  SERVICE 

DENTAL  TREATMENT 

Inspection  of  school  childrens’  teeth  is  carried  out  annually. 

Treatmeht  is  offered  if  required  and  an  appointment  given  for  children 
to  attend  in  school  hours. 

The  prime  objective  of  the  school  dental  service  is  conservative 
and  accordingly  it  is  probably  just  as  important  to  have  teeth  filled  in 
the  early  stages  of  decay  as  it  is  to  extract  them  when  they  are  diseased 
beyond  cure.  Extractions  may  be  done  voider  a local  or  a general  anaesthetic 
according  to  the  advice  of  the  dental  officer.  Many  children  suffer  from 
dental  irregularities  which  can  also  be  rectified  by  dental  treatment, 
including  the  provision  of  orthodontic  appliances  made  to  bring  the  teeth 
into  the  normal  line. 

All  dental  treatment  under  the  school  arrangements  is  free  of 
charge  and  is  done  at  the  Health  Centre,  the  dentist  being  available  by 
appointment  on  the  days  and  times  as  shown  in  the  list  of  clinics.

ON  ENVIRONMENTAL  HYGIENE 


HOUSING 


Introduction 


The  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  responsible  for  ensuring  that 
houses  are  fit  for  occupation.  In  order  to  achieve  this  they  are 
concerned  with  the  carrying  out  of  essential  repairs  and  dealing  with 
Improvement  Grant  applications. 

They  also  administer  the  sections  of  the  Housing  Act  dealing  with 
unfit  houses  that  are  the  subject  of  demolition  and  closing  orders. 

The  total  number  of  visits,  including  re -inspect ions,  made  in 
connection  with  housing  work  during  the  year  was  837. 

Housing  Repairs 

During  the  course  of  the  year  5 statutory  notices  and  30  informal 
notices  were  served  on  owners  of  dwelling  houses  and  the  necessary  works 
of  repair  were  undertaken.  A number  of  less  serious  items  of  repair  were 
dealt  with  following  discussions  with  owners.  A large  part  of  this  work 
was  the  result  of  following  up  complaints  made  by  tenants. 

Improvement  Grants 

39  applications  for  improvement  grants  were  dealt  with  during  19^9  * 

5 of  these  v;ere  for  discretionary  grants  and  the  other  were  in  respect 
of  stcindard  grants,  fifteen  of  which  were  dealt  with  imder  the  procedure 
for  an  increased  standard  grant. 

In  addition  to  this,  considerable  time  has  been  spent  in  discussion 
with  owners,  prospective  purchasers,  builders  and  architects  on  the 
possibility  of  obtaining  grants  for  the  improvement  of  properties. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  encourage  owners  to  make  full  use  of  the 
improvement  grant  scheme. 

Although  improvement  grants  were  first  introduced  as  far  back  as 
1949  there  are  still  a number  of  properties  which  require  improvement. 

The  introduction  of  the  new  Housing  Act  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
made  the  improvement  grant  scheme  far  more  attractive  from  the  view- 
point of  the  owner. 

It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  it  will  be  possible  to 
improve  a greater  number  of  houses  than  in  previous  years.  The 
ultimate  aim  must  be  that  every  house  has  its  own  bathroom,  domestic 
hot  water  supply  and  inside  toilet. 

Qualification  Certificate 

One  application  for  a Qualification  Certificate  was  received  and 
granted  and  2 applications  for  certificates  of  provisional  approval 
were  received  and  granted. 

This  is  a new  type  of  certificate  introduced  in  the  Housing  Act 
1969  and  is  necessary  before  an  application  can  be  made  to  the  Rent 
Officer  for  a change  from  a controlled  to  a regulated  tenancy. 

Rent  Act,  1957 

No  application  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received 
during  the  year  under  review. 
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Slum  Cleaxance 


During  I969  little  action  was  taken  in  this  field  of 
housing  work.  There  were  only  2 houses  demolished  following  demolition 
orders  made  the  previous  year  and  one  Demolition  Order  made. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  number  of  demolition  orders  aind 
closing  orders  will  gradually  decrease  and  more  emphasis  will  be  placed 
on  reconditioning  sub-standard  property. 

Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

At  present  this  is  not  a serious  problem  in  Farnham,  but  it 
is  known  that  there  are  a number  of  houses  coming  within  this  category. 
This  is  a type  of  housing  accommodation  which  must  receive  strict 
control. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT.  I963 

In  a number  of  cases  it  has  been  found  that  employers  do  not 
seem  aware  of  the  necessity  of  registration  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  and  registrations  are  often  only  obtained  through  the  vigilance  of 
your  inspectors. 

The  total  number  of  premises  registered  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  373 » which  shows  an  increase  of  I6  on  last  year's  figiire.  No  great 
difficulties  were  experienced  in  administering  this  Act,  It  is  pleasing 
to  note  the  progress  made  in  guarding  food  slicing  machines.

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THE  OFFICES,  SHOPS  & RAILWAY  PREMISES 

(hoists  & lifts)  regulation 

These  Regulations  impose  requirements  as  to  the  construction, 
maintenance  and  examination  of  hoists  & lifts  in  offices  and  shops. 

They  also  require  liftways  to  be  enclosed  and  the  provision  of  gates 
fitted  with  devices  for  ensuring  that  the  gates  cannot  be  opened  un- 
less a lift  is  at  the  landing  and  that  a lift  cannot  be  moved  away 
from  the  landing  until  the  gates  are  closed.  They  also  require  that 
every  lift  shall  be  marked  with  its  maximum  safe  working  load.  There 
are  exemptions  for  certain  types  of  lift. 

Regular  examination  must  be  carried  out  by  a competent  engineer 
and  his  certificate  shall  be  made  available  for  inspection  by  the  local 
authority.  Any  report  stating  that  the  lift  cannot  be  used  with  safety 
must  be  forwarded  to  the  appropriate  authority. 

This  is  an  additional  regulation  to  be  administered  by  your 
office  and  two  of  your  inspectors  attended  a one  day  course  on  this 
subject, 

SHOPS  ACT.  1930  SHOPS  (EARLY  CLOSING  DAY)  ACT  I963 

In  visits  to  shops  in  connection  with  other  duties,  it  was 
necessary  in  some  cases,  to  draw  the  attention  of  shopkeepers  to  minor 
contraventions  of  these  Shops  Acts, 

It  would  appear  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  dealing  with  the 
early  closing  day  and  Stuiday  trading  must  soon  be  reviewed.  From  an 
officer’s  point  of  view,  the  Sunday  trading  provisions  are  most  difficult 
to  administer  and  clarification  would  be  most  welcome, 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

There  are  five  blocks  of  Public  Conveniences  in  the  town  area, 
the  largest  block,  with  wash  and  brush-up  facilities,  being  situated  in 
the  Central  Car  Park  and  therefore  receiving  much  greater  use  than  any 
of  the  others. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a new  block  of  childrens 
toilets  in  Gostrey  Meadow  were  brought  into  use. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  maintain  the  conveniences  to  a good 
standard,  which  the  public  quite  rightly  demand,  but  it  is  disheartening 
to  the  staff  responsible  when  a small  minority  of  people  still  persist  in 
damaging  fittings  and  spoiling  decoration,  which  also  entails  un- 
necessary expenditure  of  public  funds, 

SWIMf'lING  POOLS 

During  the  summer  months  samples  of  water  were  regularly  taken 
from  the  Coiincil’s  two  swimming  baths.  Samples  were  also  obtained  from 
the  swimming  pools  at  Moor  Park  College,  More  House  School,  Woodlands 
Camp  Site,  Hale  School,  All  Hallows  R.C.  School  and  Frensham  Heights 
School. 


In  addition  to  taking  samples  for  bacteriological  examination, 
checks  were  made  to  ascertain  the  chlorine  content  and  pH  values  of  the 
water. 


A total  of  87  visits  were  made  to  the  various  swimming  baths  in 
the  district. 
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PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  19^1 


Two  premises  were  licensed  as  pet  shops.  The  premises  were 
kept  under  supervision  and  no  difficulties  were  experienced, 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 

Two  premises  were  registered  imder  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 
Routine  inspections  have  been  made  and  conditions  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

RIDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1964 

This  Act  requires  that  all  riding  establishments  shall  be 
licensed  with  the  local  authority  and  regulates  the  conditions  under 
which  horses  shall  be  kept  at  such  premises. 

Two  riding  establishments  in  this  district  have  been  licensed, 
following  inspection  by  a Veterinary  Surgeon.

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  number  of  site  licences  in 
operation  in  the  district  was  ten.

15  annual  and  40  immediate  contracts  were  undertaken  in 
respect  of  business  premises,  hospitals,  schools,  farms  etc.,  a charge 
being  made  for  this  work. 

(b)  Wasps 

During  the  year  IO3  wasps  nests  were  destroyed,  of  which  93 
were  on  private  property  and  in  each  of  these  cases  the  Council ’s 
standard  charge  of  15/“d  per  nest  was  made.  The  other  10  nests  dealt 
with  were  on  Council  owned  land. 

This  service  was  inaugerated  in  1958  and  103  is  the  highest 
number  of  nests  ever  dealt  with  in  one  season.

Water  supply 


The  public  water  supply  in  the  area  is  provided  by  the  Mid- 
Southern  Water  Company,  who  submit  regular  routine  samples  for  examinat 
ion.  Chemical  analysis  is  carried  out  quarterly  and  bacteriological 
samples  are  examined  weekly.  The  results  of  these  checks  continued  to 
be  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

In  addition,  during  19^9  the  Department  took  one  sample  for 
chemical  analysis. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supply  is  low  (less  than  0.1 
part  per  million)  and  there  has  been  no  evidence  of  any  plumbo-solvent 
action. 


The  only  properties  in  the  district  known  not  to  have  a main 
water  supply  direct  to  the  houses  are  3 served  by  a standpipe  and  one 
house  which  has  no  main  supply. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

This  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  & Surveyor. 

A weekly  collection  is  carried  out  throughout,  the  district  and 
tipping  continued  at  the  disused  sandpit  off  Alton  Road. 

A technical  study  as  to  the  possibility  of  joint  refuse  disposal 
with  other  authorities  in  the  neighbourhood  is  being  undertaken  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  report  will  be  available  before  the  end  of  1970. 

SURREY  COUNTY  COUNCIL  ACT,  1951 

During  the  year  renewal  of  A consents  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  were  issued  in  respect  of  tipping  at  disused  sandpits  in  the 
area.  Three  were  limited  to  the  tipping  of  excavated  material, builder 's 
rubbish  etc.,  and  one  was  extended  to  include  industrial  wastes  subject 
to  satisfactory  conditions  being  maintained.

Much  local  improvement  has  been  carried  out  to  the  Bourne 
Stream  and  the  Consultants  report  in  respect  of  further  improvements 
to  the  surface  water  systems  in  this  area,  Frensham  Vale,  Badshot  Lea, 
Weybourne  and  Hale  will  shortly  be  submitted. 

In  addition,  the  Consultants  report  has  been  received  in  respect 
of  foul  drainage  for  V/eybourne,  Badshot  Lea  and  Hunfold  and  it  is  hoped 
that  work  might  commence  in  1971/72. 

The  Surrey  County  Council  -has  now  relieved  this  Council  from 
contributing  to  the  cost  of  the  River  Improvement  and  it  is  possible 
that  a start  might  be  made  on  this  scheme  in  1971/72. 
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.INSPECTION  JJ^D  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD,  AND  FOOD  PREMISES 

The  inspection  and  supervision  of  premises  used  for  the 
manufacture,  handling,  storage  and  sale  of  food  has  continued  through- 
out the  year.  This  aspect  of  a Public  Health  Inspector's  duties  forms 
an  important  part  of  his  v/ork  and  there  is  probably  more  legislation 
relating  to  food  and  drink  than  any  other  subject  and  with  the 
constant  changes  taking  place  in  the  food  industry  it  is  not  easy  to 
keep  up  to  date  with  this  branch  of  the  work. 

During  the  year  788  visits  were  made  to  food  shops,  cafes, 
canteens,  bakeries,  warehouses,  licensed  premises  etc.  In  instances 
where  contraventions  of  the  various  Regulations  were  fovind,  these  were 
dealt  with  by  verbal  and  written  informal  notices.  Advice  was  also 
given  to  food  handlers  in  ways  to  improve  and  maintain  a good 
standard  of  hygiene  at  all  stages  of  food  handling,  storage  and 
distribution. 

In  addition  to  these  visits  a number  of  food  samples  were 
obtained,  details  of  which  are  set  out  later  in  the  report.

FOOD  COMPLAINTS 


It  is  necessary  to  take  meticulous  care  in  investigating 
each  complaint,  to  ensure  that  the  complaint  is  justified,  to  find 
the  cause  of  the  trouble  and  to  assess  responsibility.  This  work  is 
time  consuming  but  on  the  occasions  when  faults  in  processing  or 
storage  can  be  corrected  it  is  well  worthwhile. 

The  number  of  complaints  concerning  foodstuffs,  is  on  the 
increase  and  it  is  thought  that  this  is  probably  due  to  the  housewife 
showing  a greater  interest  in  the  condition  of  the  food  she  buys  and 
is  a trend  to  be  encouraged. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  one  case  where  fly 
larvae  were  fovind  in  a pork  pie.  £24.  l4s.  Od.  in  fines  and  costs 
were  imposed  by  the  Court. 

ICE-CREAM 


No  ice-cream  is  manufactured  in  the  area,  all  the  shops 
being  supplied  by  one  or  other  of  the  larger  manufacturers. 

Twenty-six  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted 
to  the  methylene  blue  test  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  the 
results  being:-

During  the  year,  seven  additional  premises  were  registered 
for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream. 

MILK  SUPPLY 


The  special  designations  under  which  milk  is  now  sold  comprise 
"Pasteurised”,  "Sterilised",  "Ultra  Heat  Treated"  and  "Untreated". 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  in  existence  54  Dealer's  (Pre-packed 
Milk)  Licences  and  1 Dealer's  (Pasteuriser's)  Licence.  All  these 
licences  expire  on  31st  December  1970 • During  the  year  under  review, 

6 new  Dealers  (Pre-packed  Milk)  Licences  were  issued.  A few  retail 
shops  sell  sterilised  and  ultra  heat  treated  milk  but,  in  the  main, 
pasteurised  milk  is  the  grade  generally  sold. 

In  addition  to  obtaining  samples  from  milk  roundsman,  samples 
are  taken  weekly  from  the  one  H.T.S.T,  Pasteurising  plant  in  the  district. 
The  total  number  of  samples  obtained  throughout  the  area  during  the  year 
was  one  hvindred  and  sixty-two.  These  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  Guildford.

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The  total  number  of  eainpl#>«  t.akeu  wao  78,  of  which  22  were 
milk  samples, 

12  of  the  milk  samples  submitted  for  analysis  were  ordinary 
milk,  having  an  average  composition  of  fat  and  8,65?^  solids  not 

fat.  The  remaining  10  samples  were  Channel  Island  grade,  having  an 
average  composition  of  4,82%  fat  and  9*10%  solids  not  fat.  These 
averages  were  very  similar  to  the  results  obtained  in  I968  although 
the  Channel  Island  milk  shows  a slight  increase  in  quality. 

The  Public  Andyst  reported  that  two  samplesof  jam  were  not 
entirely  satisfactory,  they  both  contained  slightly  less  than  65% 
soluble  solids  required  vinder  The  Food  Standards  (Preserves)  Order 
1953*  This  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  firm  concerned  and  follow- 
up samples  proved  satisfactory.
